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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled I the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1- 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Excel 2000 
Introduction, hereinafter, Excel. 

As per claim 1 Excel teaches a process of inputting/outputting [a display table] derived 
from worksheet cells having formulas and display attributes by repeatedly developing worksheet 
column cells into rows of the display table based on previously-set layout information in display 
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layout defining data [file] (see for example page 592 wherein a confirmation of the selected cells 
is made and page 553 wherein the cell pointer called the fill handle fills the formula into other 
cells)while maintaining the original formulas and attributes see for example page 589 wherein 
the formula palette covers the cells and on page 594 wherein through the absolute cell reference 
the formula does not change when copying or filling the formula to other cells. 

As per claim 2 Excel teaches adjusting header information (see for example page 576 
through enabling controls for header and footer)in display layout defining data based on a 
command-entered paper size, printing orientation, and margins see for example pages 572- 577 
and figures 22.8 and 22.10- 22.13; and repeatedly developing the worksheet's column cells into 
rows in a printable region according to the layout information in the display layout defining data 
[file] see for example page 576 through the print area wherein a print area is selected through a 
range or a mouse and this operation is repeated through the setup dialog box when enabled; and 
inserting blank rows, when the developed region is narrower than the layout information's 
printable region by executing a blank row-filling page set-up routine see for example page 219 
through the option of "print blank lines" and "do not print blank lines" and also trough pages 
572- 576; and arranging a footer defined by the display layout defining data see for example 
pages 573- 575 and figure 22.1 1. 

As per claims 3 and 4 Excel teaches [display] layout information for defining worksheet's 
column cell addresses, display and print cell addresses, and display attributes; and header and 
footer information for defining print page settings see for example pages 573- 575 and figures 
22.10-22.13.

As per claims 5 and 6 Excel teaches column width defined by display layout defining 
data and row height defined by layout information in display layout defining data see for 
example pages 562- 563.
